GENERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 


Department Superintendents to exhibitors, of the time for examination of animals and 
articles entered for competition and premiums. 

11. The Judges will report not only the animals and articles entitled to premiums, 
but also those next in merit in each class, to meet the contingencies of any objection 
which may arise to the awards and also that they may receive commendation. Any ani- 
mal or article which, in the opinion of the Juages, deserves 4 special commendation will 
also be reported to the Secretary. 

12, gard will be paid to purity of blood, as established by pedigree, symmetry, 
size, and general characteristics, of the several breeds of animals; and the Judges will 
make proper allowance for age, feeding, and other circumstances. They are expressly 
required not to give encouragement to overfed animals in the breeding classes. 

13. If not satisfied as to the regularity of the entries in their respective classes, 
they will apply to the Secretaries for information, and should there be any doubt, after 
examination. or if the animal or article is of such character as not to be entitled,to exhi- 
bition, in competition, they will report the facts to the Secretaries, for the consideration 
of the Board of Trustees and Executive Committee, that such course may be adopted as 
the case may require. 

14. Medals awarded or gratuities recommended by the Judges on miscellaneous 
articles must receive the approval of the Executive Officers. 

___15. No person who is an exhibitor can act as judge on the elass in which he ex- 
hibits. And daring the examination by the Judges, if any person interferes with them, 
by letter or otherwise, he will be excluded from the competition. But exhibitors, when 
requested, are expected to make verbal or written statements concerning their contribu- 
tions, 

16. As one great object of the Association is to collect valuable information upon 
the subject-matter of the exhibition, the several committees are requested to gather all 
the information possible from the exhibitors in their classes, and to make their reports 
as full as time and circumstances will permit. 

17. Committees will make no awards for animals or articles, if the exhibit does 
not merit it. An animal or article entered for exhibition in one division cannot compete 
for only one premium, except herd and sweepstakes in the leading classes. When there 
is but one competitor in a class, the Judges may recommend such premium, if meriteri- 
ous, as may be deemed just and equitable to the exhibitors and the society. But it must 
receive the approval of the Executive Officer. 

18, ‘The reports of the Judges must be handed in to the Secretaries at their office at 
the Fair Grounds, before nine o'clock Thursday morning, September 4. 

19. Working oxen can enter in Town Teams, Pulling and Plowing Match. When 
the Judges have made their decisions, they will personally see that tte premium cards 
are attached to the pens of sheep, swine, and other articles, and premium ribbons to 
cattle and horses. First premium, a blue ribbon; second premium, a red ribbon; third 
premium, a white ribbon. Premium ribbons or cards not awarded must be returned with 
the book of entry to which they belong. 

20. The fair will be on 90 extensive a scale that it will be ot the greatest import- 
ance to exhibitors that they give early notice to the Secretaries by correspondence, of 
intention to exhibit, stating amount of space, pens or stalla required, that ample pro- 
vision may be made for their accommodation. 

21, At 10 o’clock A. M. on Wednesday, September 3, the books will be delivered to 
the Judges. : 

22, The exhibition of stock in the cattle rings and on the track will take, place 
precisely at the time specified; and animals not prepared at the proper time and place 
may, at the discretion of the Judges, be ruled out of competition. 

23. Stock, etc., will be marked with cards furnished the Secretaries, desi < 
ing the division and number of entry; and er the exhibition they must be placed 
entirely under the management of the officers of the societies. 

24. Authentic pedigrees of blood stock of all kinds will be required, which must be 
filed with the Secretaries at the time of the entry, No animal will be allowed a premium 
unless sound. 

25. Arrangements will be made for the trial of draft horses and oxen, by testing 
their h, docility, etc., at a load. : 

26. Mace and female animals used for breeding, entered for competition and taking 
premiums, must be owned in New England.
